He told me his story. He was a skill­ 
ed mechanic from Keokuk, la., and had 
been employed by the gov ernment in 
constructing a lock on the Mussel Shoals 
canal, near Florence. He had shot the 
physician in charge of those works. 
Thi.i physician was a brother of the 
United Statics engineer in control of the 
canal construction, and it was ev ident 
that the prosecution would bo bitter, 
sparing no pains or expense to secure a 
conv iction, entailing a long penitentffiry 
sentence. The doctor and my client 
were both men of reckless courage and 
ov erbearing temper, both sometimes 
looked on the wine when it was red, 
and both, I inferred, were striv ing for 
the fav or of the same woman. A clash 
between them soon came. They had a 
sav age quarrel at their boarding house 
at dinner. The doctor being armed and 
my client unarmed, the latter had to 
submit to unlimited abuse and wonld 
hav e been shot but for the interference 
of sev eral men who were present. Soon 
after nightfall of the same day my 
client went to the doctor’s office and 
sleeping room, about a mile distant and 
in a secluded place, and, knocking on 
the door, was bidden by the doctor to 
come in. Eptering, he found the doctor 
putting on a shirt, and thus for the 
moment disabled, and, remarking, “ Yon 
had the drop on me this morning, but 
I ’v e got it on yon now,” fired, striking 
the doctor in the neck and inflicting a 
dangerous bnt not fatal wound. 
I ’he case soon came on for trial. 
While the defendant’s v ersion of the 
occurrence as he had giv en it to me was 
v ery different from the one in the fore­ 
going, yet it was so improbable in itself 
and so inconsistent with the attendant 
circumstances that it looked as if a sen­ 
tence of ten years was inev itable if the 
case was then tried. To gain a post­ 
ponement an objection was interposed 
to the competency of the court on the 
ground that he was related by affinity 
to the prosecutor.

My firs* OMO came At Florence, Ala., 
a few months after I was licensed, 
writes Attorney B. M. Jackson 
The 
sheriff there. Captain W. T. White, 
now dead, a gallant Confederate soldier 
and one of nature’s noblemen, met me 
on the street and told me there was a 
man confined in the county jail who 
wished to see mo. 
I was then 21 years old, bot would 
readily have passed for 17. The client s 
name was Patrick Donovan, but he was 
commonly called Patsy Donovan.

ing to the jail, I found a man from 80 
to 85 years old, an intelligent, nice 
looking, 
devil 
may care 
Irishman. 
When I entered, he greeted me with 
“ Good evening, m iss.” Pretending not 
to have heard him address me as “ miss" 
aud assuming much dignity, I told him 
I was the lawyer whom the sheriff had 
promised to scud him. 
For answer he 
exclaimed, “ W ell, PH lie d 
d ,” and 
burst out laughing—laughing uproar­ 
iously. 
I was irritated to a degree by 
this reception. “I beg pardon, judge, 
it’s a go. 
You do look pretty young, 
but Tom (the sheriff) says yon are a 
daisy. 
Get me out of here, and my 
folks, w h o’ve got plenty, w ill pay you 
well for your trouble. ” 
He told me his story. He was a skill­ 
ed mechanic from Keokuk, la., and had 
been employed by the government in 
constructing a lock on the Mussel Shoals 
canal, near Florence.

Nrrvou« PrcMiirwtlon. 
Dr. J. Curtis Webb, an eminent Eng- 
li.sh physician, recently lectured on this 
subject. The lecturer said that hysteria 
was a symptom of nerve exhaustion and 
was a state in which the ideas control­ 
led the body and produced morbid 
changes in its functions. 
If allowed to 
go on uninterrupted, nervous exhaustion 
and hr» ;akdown followed. 
The seeds of 
this really terrible disease were in 9 9 
eases out of 100 sown and watered dur­ 
ing the period of education and training 
of girls at and after a critical period of 
life. 
Such cases were more freqnent 
since the iutrotluc.tiou of the system of 
higher eiiucation of W'omeu, for the ad­ 
vocates of this made the great mistake 
of assuming that there was no real d if­ 
ference between girls and boys between 
the ages of 14 and 21. 
He mentioned 
the frequent occurrence of cases of 
auæma and breakdown among girls and 
attributed this to excessive mental work 
and the lack of healthy exercise. 
He advocated golf, cycling, lawn ten­ 
uis and other games as a preventive and 
corrective and insisted upon the neces­ 
sity for regular indulgence in physical 
exercise. 
It w as not work which hurt, 
but iierseveranoe in work after nature 
had held out her danger signals in the 
.shafie of constant lassitude, loss of ap­ 
petite and irregularity of fuuctioua 
Nervous exhaustion sometimes occurred 
as a result of excessive physical exer­ 
cise, and among middle aged ladies as a 
result of worry. The remedy in the lat­ 
ter case was to live easier and according 
to rule. 
The complaint was also met 
with ill young children and was in these 
cases generally due to the forcing of 
mental faculties or constant scolding 
and nagging.

Dr. J. Curtis Webb, aa eminent Eng­ 
lish physician, recently lectured on this 
subject. The lecturer said that hysteria 
was a symptom of nerve exhaustion and 
was a state in which the ideas control­ 
led the body aud produced morbid 
changes in its functions. 
If allowed to 
go on uninterrupted, nervous exhaustion 
and breakdown followed. 
The seeds of 
this really terrible disease were in 99 
< ases out of IOO sown and watered dur­ 
ing the period of education and training 
of girls at and after a critical period of 
life. 
Such rases were more frequent 
since the introduction of the system of 
higher education of women, for the ad­ 
vocates of this made the great mistake 
of assuming that there was no real dif­ 
ference between girls and boys between 
the ages of 14 and 21. 
He mentioned 
the frequent occurrence of cases of 
amenia and breakdown among girls and 
attributed this to excessive mental work 
and the lack of healthy exercise. 
He advocated golf, cycling, lawn ten­ 
nis and other games as a preventive and 
corrective and insisted upon the neces­ 
sity for regular indulgence in physical 
exercise. 
It was not work which hurt, 
but jwrseveranoe in work after nature 
had held out her danger signals in the 
shape of constant lassitude, loss of ap­ 
petite and irregularity of functions. 
Nervous exhaustion sometimes occurred 
as a result of excessive physical exer­ 
cise, and among middle aged ladies as a 
result of worry. The remedy in the lat­ 
ter case was to live easier and according 
to rule. 
The complaint was also met 
with in young children and was in these 
cases generally due to the forcing of 
mental faculties or constant -scolding 
and nagging.
